BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
PRANCE, via London, April 28.—An- 
other attack was launched by the Brit- 
ish this morning. The blow was struck 
on the front between the Scarpe River 
and Lens on the ground ,over which 
some of the most desperate fighting 
has occurred since the British inaugura- 
ted the offensive on Easter Monday. 
The struggle now in progress is very 
bitter. The Germans in anticipation of 
another British effort had brought up 
reinforcements. Fresh German divis- 
ions have been identified by the Brit- 
ish. 

In today’s drive the British faced a 
well organized trench system protected 
by wire. entanglements and held by 
strong forces of Germans. The artil- 
lery. preparation which has been in 
progress for several days did much dam- 
age to the defense works, but there re- 
mained many troublesome strong points 
bétween Roeux, just north of the 
Scarpe, and, Gavrelle. 

North of Gavrelle satisfactory prog- 
ress was made so far as could be 
judged, and early in the day priséners 
were being brought back... South of this 
place the British got on toward Green- 
land Hill, taking a trench north of 
Monchy. 2. 
| It is reported that the. British have 
eocupied the town of Arieux and half of 
Oppy, but furious German counter at- 
tacks are developing and the situation 
is one of surging changes.

J. Allison Gaines, instructor of 
mathematics at - McKinley High 
School, testified today before Coroner 
Denny of St. Louis County that his 
wife, Mrs. Sarah Gaines, confessed to 
him before her death under myster- 
ious circumstances, that she pur- 
chased arsenic yestérday afternoon 
at a St. Louis drug store, 

Mrs. Gaines, who was released from 
the Oakland Sanitarium in Glendale, 
six weeks ago, died at 6:30 a. m., at 
teh family home, 604 Bonita avenue, 
Webster Groves. She was the or- 
ganizer and former secretary ofthe 
St.. Louis County Welfare Association 
and probation officer of the St. Louis 
County Court. She had for several 
years been active in social service 
work. She was 38 years old. 

At the inquest Mary Angelica Meigs, 
15 years old, a Spanish girl and a ward 
of Mrs. Gaines, stated that while she 
was helping Mrs. Gaines get supper 
last night the latter handed her a pack- 
age wrapped in blue paper and told her 
to put it away in the medicine cabinet. 
The girl identified 
which was found iy the cabinet. Cor- 
oner Denny said it contained arsenic 
crystals. 

At the family dinner last night, steak, 
gravy, potatoes, milk and coffee were 
served. A tray of food was sent up- 
Stairs to Mrs. Gaines’ mater. Mrs, 
Mary Carnahan}«a widow, ‘ 


ofthe dinner because she carried the 
tray upstairs to Mrs, Carnahan, and 
on her return, the others having eaten 
and become suddenly ill, was warned 
by Gaines against partaking of the 
food. 

The attacked Mrs. 
her husband, her mother 
her five sons, Strother, 
Kénneth, Quentin and Allison, 
ranging in oge from 19 to 11 years. A 
dog that had been fed after the dinner 
was also sick. 

Two physicians were summoned and 
worked for several hours to save their 
lives. At noon it was said that all the 
others would probably recover. 

Samples of the food eaten were taken 
by Dr. Claude J. Armstrong, who will 
make a chemical analysis. 

Mrs. Gaines, in December, 1915, had 
herself appointed guardian of Mary 
Angelica Meiggs, the 14-year-old girl 
who had ben sent here from Peru by 
Mrs. Gaines’ sister, Miss Grace Carna- 
han, Superintendent of Schools of 
Peru, into whose custody she had been 
given pt the death of her mother. Mrs. 
Gaines took the action when she dis- 
covered that another . sister, Miss 
Mray Carnahan of Glendale, was plan- 
ning to adopt the girl. 

Mrs. Gaines said she felt that Miss 
Grace Carnahan had a better right to 
the child than Miss Mary Carnahan be- 
cause of the interest the former had 
taken in the child in Peru. There was 
considerable litigation in the Clayton 
courts over custody of the child.

de EK conscription 45iil provides 
Soe for these extensions of the 
military measures already 
taken, which inchuded provisions 
for raising the regular army and 
national guard to ‘full peace 
strength: : 

1. The registration of all per- 
sons liable to military service 
between the ages of 19 and 25 
years. Failure to register by 
those liable will be punishable 
by imprisonment. 

Those specifically exempt are 
the Vice President, the executive, 
legislative and judicial officers 
of the Federal Governments and 
states, persons in the military or 
naval service and affiliates of 
recognized religious creeds which 
prohibit participation in war. The 
President is authorized to for- 
mulate regulations for the selec- 
tion of those to be drafted for 
military duty. 

2. For the immediate raising by 
the selective draft of an army of. 
500,000 men. This levy may be in 
addition to the enlistment of 
enough men to bring the regular 
army and national guard to full 
war strength. The President is 
also empowered to raise still anoth- 
er army of 500,000 by selective draft 
whenever he sees fit. 

3. For voluntary

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ROOSEVELT URGES BAN ON 
GRAIN FOR LIQUOR DURING WAR 


Says Present Conscription Plan 
Would Bar Those Not Drafted 
From Army. 

CHICAGO, April %&—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, delivering his first, war 
speech here today at a luncheon given 
by the Chicago branch of the National 
Security League, urged that the use of 
grain for the manufacture of alcoholic 
drinks be prohibited for the period of

He urged obligatory military training, 
the expansion and improvement of the 
navy, and aeserted that an expedition- 
ary force should be sent to France at 
once.

Freach Arililery Fight Gives On. 

PARIS, April 2% —Heayy § artillery 
fighting occurred last night hatween St. 
Quentin and the Oise and in the Cham- 
pagno, the War Office reports. 

On the Verdun front, the French raid- 
ea German trenches west of the Meuse 
and brought back prisoners from the 
g@ector of Hill 204. 

The statement follows: 

“Between St. Quentin and the Oiane 
there was heavy artillery fighting dur- 
ing the night. Skirmishes occurred 
among the grenadiera in the advanced 
positions south of St. Quentin. Near 
Laffaux the enemy attempted without 
Buecess a surprise attack against one of 
our advanced posts. 

“In the Champagne the artillery fight- 
ing was severe. After a violent bom- 
bardment the Germans attacked one of 
our trenches east of Auberive but were 
thrown back by the fire of our artillery 
and machine guns. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse one of 
our detachments penetrated the Ger- 
man lines in the sector of Hill 34 and 
brought back prisoners. 

“according to the latest information, 
since April 16 French troops have cap- 
tured 175 cannon of all calibers, 412 
machine guns and 1198 trench cannon. 
The total number of prisoners has 
reached 2,7.’’ 

Since April 16 the French have cap- 
tured 176 cannon of all calibers, 412 ma- 
chine guns and 119 trench mortars. The 
number of prisoners has reached 20,780. 

The extent af the German losses in 
the recent desperate fighting along the 
Alane is practically disclosed in the ret- 
erence in yesterday's official statement 
to the capture of 180 gins, of which ¢ 
eonsiderable number were of heavy 
caliber. 

The German losses in men are esti- 
mated at more than 200,000, with the 
probability that the total reached 236,.

‘a gea ae ane ‘ Aer Alene informal 
negotiation. now pending between tho 
United States and Great Britain are 
successful—and there is strong prospect 
that they will be—an American Prasi- 
dent will accomplish more toward ae- 
complishing real freedom for the Irish 


people that she has received for a cen- 
tury of agitation and revolution. 

The Londan Foreign Office is under- 
stood to have been informed by Arthur 
James Balfour, British Secretary af 
State for Foreign Affairs, that Presi- 
dent Wilson is of the opinion that a 
speedy solution of the Irish preblem will 
do more to further the fight for univer- 
sal democracy throughout the worl 
than any other concession Great Brit- 
ain could make. 

Irish Question “Sole Obstacle.” 

Speaking unofficially during two in- 
terviews with Mr. Balfour, the Presi- 
dent teid the Foreign Secretary that the 
Irish quistion was the sole obstacle that 
stood in the way of actual sympathy 
and cea-aperation between the people of 
the United States and Great Britain. 

The speedy adjustment to the satisfac- 
tion of the Irish people of their ancient | 
fight for freedom was pointed out by 
the President to Mr. Balfour as the 
chief cause for irritdtion to this Gov- 
ernment in the present crisis in the 
world’s affairs and mainly responsible 
for the prejudice existing roughout 
the length and breath of the United 
States against the people of England. 

Without taking counell, with anyone, 
the Predident is believed to have made 
up his mind to espouse the cause of Ira- 
land even before the coming of the Brit- 
ish high commissian undér the leader- 
ship of Mr. Balfour. 

The gubject is known to have beer 
discussed at the initial interview be- 
tween the President and Mr. Balfour at 
the White House last Monday and to 
have figured in a subsequent discus- 
sion on Tuesday night. 

What effect the representations of the 
President made upon Mr. Balfowr is nut 
known beyond the fact that the latter 
‘et believed to have communicated to big 
government the information that the 
President, disclaiming any responsibil. 
ity for intervening tn the domestic af.- 
fairs of his British ally, was convinced 
that the consummation of the British 
promise to grant home rule to the Irish 
people would cement by the strongest 
pogsibie ties the people of the British 
Empire and those of the United States. 

Americai officials point to Premier 
Lleyd George's speech in Parliament 
yesterday as evidenee that the British 
Government has-been deeply impressed 
by the attitude of the American Presi- 
dent. It is believed that when Lioyd- 
George makes his next statement it will 
be in the form of an announcement 
that the troublesome Irish question has 
been settled and that the American Pres- 
ident has played a conspicuous part in 
the adjustment of it. 

This belief is strengthened by the 
statement made by one of the leading 
officials of the British commigsion, that 
a report made by Mr. Balfour to his 
government today contains some ‘very 
joyous news for the British people.” 

The generous treatment of the British 
government by the United States in the 
matter of money and in providing for 
co-operation between the military and 
naval forces of the two governments 
has been graciously acknowledged by 
the former Premier of the British gov- 
ernment. He has declared himself to 
American officials as being thoroughly 
impressed with the unselfish purposes 
of the United States. 

Mr. Baifour also has indicated that 
his own government stands ready to 
comply with any reasonable requests 
that the President, speaking on behalf 
of the American people, might make of 
Great Britain. 
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]One Aviator Accounts for Three Enemy Planes; | 
Another, Holding He Will Never Be Killed 
While Flying; Takes thes: sas Chances. 
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WITH cHe nerrisht ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, via Gondon, April #.—The 
German airmen had ene of the greatest 
surprises of their lives late yesterday, 
The day had been heavily overcast until 


‘| nearly 6 o’cleck in the evening, when 


the clouds suddeniy thipned and the 
sun broke through. A few German ma- 
chines had been sighted well back of 
their lines curing the obscured period, 
but when the sun ghone oyt several 
enemy squadrons which had been housed 
all day came out to streteh their wings 
in the slanting afternoon rays. 

They had scareely taken the air when 
the British machines pounched upon 
them, and in the after-tea-time fighting 
that ensued several German machines 
were seen to crash and eight others to 
be driven town completely out of. con- 
trol which are believed to have been 
destroyed. 

Between 6 and 8 o'clock the air was 
filled with wonderful incidefits of deeds 
of daring. There were running fights 
and genera! melees. 

One distinguished young Britishm 
who only recéntly returned to the air 
after several months of rest, deliberate- 
ly “sat over an enemy airdrome”’ and 
watched six enemy machines leave the 
ground and hegin to elimb toward him. 
He was sitting at 18,000 feet and calmiy 
remained there until the leader of the 
charging planes had attained abeut 6000 
Aeet. 

In the meantime he had noticed that 
ene of the hostile birds was something 
of a stranger. It had a very long tail 
and a very short nose. The Britisher, 
However, did not stop to worry about it. 
He dived at the highest of the climbers 
and gave him two bursts from his ma- 
chine gun. Dcewn went the German in a 
erash just outside a bit of wood. 

While thie little action was going om 
five other Germans had formed between 
the British plane and his home line. Fir- 
ing as he came, the Britisher tried t 
break through the formation but failed 
Then he turned away as if about to at- 
tempt an escape toward the south. Al!! 
the Germans started in pursuit. One of 
them soon outdistanced the others and 
was approaching the Britisher when the 
latter whirled about and fired into the 
German at point blank range and saw 
him burst into flames. 

Next in ine was the long-tailed, short- 
nosed strangér. ‘I dtove him down, 
too,’ said the pilot's report, “but after 
falling a great distanca he flattened out 
and was apparently all right.’ 

“Just a Bit of Luck, TPhat’s Ali.” 

A young khaki-ciad pilot was carried 
far from his own airdrome, but Managed 
to cross the British line safely just 
before nightfall. His machine was abso- 
lutely riddied with builets, but he was 
unhurt. Asked to tell about his adven- 
tures, the airman merely shrugged his 
shoulders and suid: ‘Gh, I just had a bit 
of luck, that’s all.”’ 

This young flyer, according to his 
companions, holds the absolute Delief 
that he will never be killed while fily- 
ing, and with that fatalistic assistance 
takes the moet desperate chances, the 
result being that he is rolling up one of 
the best British records of the war. 

Not content with felling 16 hostile ma- 
chines during their brief fiying interval 
yesterday, the British airmen alsa 
downed one observaticn balloon and sal- 
lied forth under the stars last night on 
a great bombing expedition, during 
which they upset three German trains 
bringing troops toward the front. Two 
of the trains were completely derailed 
and the engine of the third appeared to 
explode. | 

One of the British pilots during the 
raid temporarily lost his bearings. He 
was fired at from the ground, some of 
the projectiles being in the nature of 
greenish colored-rockets. In the glare 
of these he happily saw a supply depot 
just beneath him, whereupon he let go 
one of his bombs and obtained a direct 
hit, the depot disappearing in a great 
fiame. All the British machines re- 
turned safely, nothwithetanding the 
darkness. 

The German machines recentiy have 
taken on variegated hues. Pilots report 
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encountering them in weeke, brown and 
red and sometimes striped almogt like 
zebras. 

The Germans have evidently brought 
more of their best pilots epposite the 
British front to meet the determined 
aerial offensive that has been in prog- 
ress sinee early in April. Most ef the 
machines met nowadays are handled in 
a manner far above the German aver- 
age. Tt is seldom, however, that the 
Germans ever attack the British unless 
they outnumber them at least three te 
one. 

A lone German pilot, however, took a 
fatal ehance yesterday against a Brit- 
igh scout formation which was eacort- 
ing reconnaissance machines. By clever 
maneuvering, at which the hostile air- 
man also was an adept, the Britigh 
managed to entice him te attack one 
of the machines from behind. As he 
did s0, a second British machine dived 
at the German's tail, and down he 
went, one of his wings breaking off in 
the deadly descént. 

Naval Airmen’s Adventare, 

One of the most thrilling of recent ad- 
ventures was that of a young naval air- 
man who now is attached to the army 
service. With several other machines 
he was escorting some bombing planes 
over the German lines when seemingly 
a flock of Germans dashed at them 
from the clouds. Fer five minutes there 
was very hot fighting. In the genera! 
melee the nava] man selected one par- 
ticular opponent, and after a brilliant 
duel he drove him down in flames. 

During thie fighting the Britisher had 
become entirely detached from the re- 
mainder of the formation. Seeing this 
three of the hostile machines made for 
him. He bravely attacked and drove 
the German leader tumbling out of con- 
trol, but the other two Germans kept uy 
the battle. In a few minutes, however, 
one of these suddenly flew away, and 
the combat again became a duel, with 
the machines wing to wing. Finally the 
naval flier maneuvered inte a position 
which gave him the vital opportunity. 
There was another burst of fire and 
down crashed the German machine. 

During certain periods of the fighting 
the machines were less than 8 feet 
from the ground. The Britisher man- 
aged to struggle back to his lines. Ex- 
hausted from the fury of the fighting, 
he let his machine fall in landing. He 
was unhurt, however. The wings of h’s 
plane‘had been peppered with bullets, 
The airman had not realized the fact, 
but in the fighting he had been fire 
on not alone by hig aerial opponents but 
by German infantry and cavalry 3s 
well. 

Photographer's Experience. 

While the fighting seouts ordinarily 
have the most interesting experiences 
to relate, the poor, old, hard-working 
photographing machines also have their 
desperate moments. Oen of thease re- 
cently was attacked by 11 hostile fight- 
ing scouts. Nearly all ita controls were 
shot away and the observer serioysiy 
wounded, fell half out of his machine. 
Although still maneuvering his machine 
in an attempt to escape the direct firo 
of the surrounding Germans, the British 
pilot grasped the wounded observer to 
prevent him trem falling out and 
brought the plane safely down inside 
his own lines just as it burst into 
flames. Then, under a heavy shell fire, 
the pilot carried the observer to safety. 

Another photographer aviator brought 
his machine down under @ heavy attack

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WOMEN REFUSE T0 
SING U.S, ANTHEM 


Members of Liederkranz Club 
Chorus Finally Forced to Give 
“Star Spangled Banner.”’ 


Several women members of the Lieder- 
kranz Club’s mixed chorus, at that or- 
ganization’s first public concert in 14 
years, refused to sing ‘“‘The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” last night at the Odeon. 
The motive alleged was that the chorus 
had had no rehearsal of the American 
national anthem, but two of its verses 
were printed in the program, and there 
were present a director to beat the time 
and a pianist to lead the tune. 

Ernst Prang Stamm, director of the 
chorus, deciared to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the incident was due to a 
clique of irreconcilable pro-Germans be- 
longing to the club, which is a social 
organization with a membership com- 
posed almost exclusively of persons of 
German descent. 

The national air was to have been the 
first number on the program, and elab- 
orate preparations had been made to 
give it a spectacular setting. Two large 
American flags were to be made to flut- 
ter in a breeze created by electric fans, 
and the stage was to be flooded with 
red iight. An electrician was on hand 
to operate the switches. After the wom- 
en refused to sing this tableau was 
abandoned. 

Compels Chorus to Sing. 

But Director Stamm, towards the end 
of the concert, employed a strategem to 
compel the chorus to sing the anthem. 
They filed on the stage with the expec- 
tation of giving the tournament chorus 
from Wagner's ‘“‘Tannhauter;’’ instead 
on a sign from Stamm the acconpanist 
without warning struck the opening 
bars of ‘“‘The Star-Spangled Banner.”

IMMORTAL IDEALS. ‘ 

“Doubttess thousands of Post-Dispatch readers 
who were impressed by the power, clarity and 
timeliness of President Wilson’s address to Con- 
gress, declaring a state of war between the United 
States and Germany, failed to preserve the paper 
containing it. Others would like to have a copy 
of the address in a form suitable for preserva- 
tion as a memento of the entry of this country 
into the world war. For these and all Americans 
the Post-Dispatch in tomorrow’s Sunday issue, has 
prepared President Wilson’s great war message, 
typed and illustrated in colors, with a good por- 
trait of the President. It is an example of the 
best in the art of newspaper printing. 
Of this great message, which has been scattered 
from the sky in countless numbers over the 
battle fronts and flashed all over the civilized 
world, Justice Hughes said: “There has been no 
finer statement of our principles, of our ideals, 
of the motives that influence us, since the days 
of Lincoln.” Premier Lioyd George, of Great 
britain, said that, in delivering this message, 
President Wilson has made himself “the eloquent 
interpreter of outraged laws and a menaced civil- 
ization:” ‘The French Minister of Justice, M. 
Viviani, said of it that by its virile simplicity, it 
“attains a grandeur with which few historic docu- 
ments can compare.” And Joseph H. Choate char- 
acterized it as “one of the greatest state papers 
in the affairs 6f the United States since the 
formation of the Government.” 

Among its immortal ideals is its pledging of 
America “to vindicate the principles of peace 
and justice in the life of the world against selfish 
and autocratic power and to set up among the 
really free and self-governed peoples of the world 
such a concert of purpose and action as will 
henceforth insure the observance of those prin- 
ciples.”” In this document President Wilson in- 
sists that nations shall be governed by the same 
standards of conduct and of responsibility for 
wrong done that are observed among the indi- 
vidual citizens of civilized states, and that “THE 
WORLD MUST BE MADE SAFE FOR DEMOC- 
RACY.” 

As the ancient Hebrews were commanded to 
embroider the moral laws upon their garments 
and bind them upon their brows, so that they

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ST. LOUISANS ON THE DRAFT. 

Of 134 St. Louisans who gave expressions to the 
Post-Dispatch on the selective draft, 42 obviously 
had German names.

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HOLD THE COLISEUM. 

Members of the Chamber of, Commerce to whom 
has been submitted a referendum vote asking 
whether that body should raise $30,000 for repairs 
to the Coliseum and $10,000 a year to meet the 
‘annual deficit ought to weigh the matter serious- 
ly before casting votes which will determine the 
future. of the big convention hall. While it is 
true that the building is not modern and has not 
been altogether profitable, it has been of great’ 
value to the city in the past and can be made 
valuable for a long time to come. 

As it stands it represents an investment of $350,- 

000. Part of the money was raised by popular 
subscription and part by contributions of private 
citizens, who have frequently gone into their own: 
pockets to keep it going. ite earnings and dona- 
tions have amounted to over $320,000, as against 
an operation and maintenance expense of a little 
less than $150,000. It has housed an infinite va- 
riety of-conventions, trade shows, public meetings 
and entertainments. Its chief deficits have been 
due to defects in its construction, which made it 
unfit for attractions of many kinds. 
There is considerable agitation for 4 newer, 
more modern anditorium and there can be no 
doubt that such a building would be desirable. 
Yet to build it will take a great deal of time and 
money. It is conceivable that the Coliseum could 
be refnodeled at much less expense. At any rate 
it is the-only big building of the Kind that we 
have, and there is every reason why it should not 
be abandoned until it has actually been replaced 
by a better one. To withhold support from it now 
would seem to be both unwise and extravagant.

Our highest priced fats are butter and cream, fat from the hog in one 


form or another, and olive oil. 


The use of cheaper fats which will give the || 


same results in the body as the more expensive ones, and the conservation 
of all fats cannot be too strongly emphasized. Unecolored oleomargarine and 
butterine are now selling at 25 cents per pound, colored at 29 cents, and 


butter at 50 cents. 


Oleomargzarine and butterine give prac- 
tically the same results in the body as 
butter, and can be bought colored or 
uncolored, the latter being the cheaper 
and for cooking purposes just as good. 
For table use the colored is more at- 
tractive to the eye, which has become 
accustomed: to the addition of coloring 
matter even in butter. 

Try sometime the experiment of serv- 


ing oleomargarine or butterine on the 


table without informing the family of 
the. fact, and see for yourself what 
imagination can do. 


Oleomargarine a Wholesome 
Substitute m Cooking. 

For cakes and cookies equal parts of 
lard and butter or oleomargarine can 
be used instead of all butter or cleomar- 
garine. Ths comparative prices of lard 
and oleomargarine would determine the 
use of lard. It is well to be able to tell 
the difference between butter and oleo- 
margarine. Butter always foams when 
melted, oleomargarine and bttterine do 
not. : 

If bacon forms a part of a’ meal, all 
of the fat should be carefully saved. 

This fat will be lighter in color and 
better to cook with if the strips of be- 
con are placed on a rack in a pan and 
put in the oven to cook until of the de- 
sired crispness. This fat should then be 
strained through a cheese cloth placed 
in a strainer over a graniteware, alum- 
inum or tin receptacle. An earthenware 
bowl or :dish which has not been fired 
at a high temperature is liable to crack, 
and absorbs fats and odors which it is 
impossible to remove, thus spoiling any- 
thing else which may be put into the 
bowl. 

This strained bacon fat can be used in 
the making of molasses, spice or ginger 
cookies; and when greens of any sort, or 
string beans are cooked, this fat is espe- 
cially acceptable instead of butter or 
oleomargarine.

A test for the 
right temperature is to drop a small 
piece of bread into the fat; if it browns 
in @ seconds, the fat is at the right 
temperature for cooking uncooked foods, 
such as doughnuts, potatoes, fritters, 
etc.; if it browns in 40 seconds, the tem- 
perature is right for cooked foods, cro- 
quettes, codfish balls, etc. 

As for chicken or turkey fat, it is al- 


| most worth its weight in gold, as its 


uses are many. Save every particle of 
fat and skin. When the chicken or 
any fowl is cleaned, the lumps of fat 
should be removed and either put in the 
upper part of the double boiler over 
hot water and allowed to melt, or piaced 
in @& saucepan, covered with cold water 
and set on the back of the stove or over 
the simmering burner of the gas stove, 
and slowly allowed to render. When it 
is all melted, cool and remove the cake 
of fat from the water. Just as good 
cake, cookies, hot breads can be made 
from this fat as from butter. 

The skin is rich in fat ‘and is so often 
discarded at the table. In making chick- 
en salad the skin should be put through 
the meat grinder and added to the chick- 
én. This makes tne salad have more fla- 
vor, is richer and requires that much 
less salad dressing, besides increasing to 
some extent the bulk of the salad. This 
ground skin should also be used in cro- 
quettes and creamed chicken in any 
form. Allow less fat in making tho 
fauce for croquettes or creamed chicken 
than would ordinarily be needed werc 
the skin not used.

The fat which the butcher usually 
trims off the meat before sending to the 
customer is often not even wanted by 
him and so not delivered, though he 
has paid for it. This fat or any trim- 
mings -of bone or meat should always 
be asked for and delivered. The bones 
can be used in making soup and the 
fat rendered. Fat from pork can be 
used as lard would: be used; mution and 
beef fat make very fine frying fat. The 
English use mutton fat for this purpose 
and one might think that food fried in 
mutton fat would taste and smell of 
mutton. On the contrary, it does not, 
and no fat gives a more perfect brown. 
A combination of mutton. and beef fat 
and fat from the hog makes an ideal 
fat for frying. Rendered beef fat aid 
lard can be used instead of all lard, 
butter or butterine in the making of 
pastry, biscuits and hot, rolls. 

Ail chop bones, fats from steak, mar- 
row bones, fowl of any kind left on tha 
plates from the table should be put into 
cold water, brought to the boiling point 
and cooked slowly until bones are clean 
and fat melted. If soup is wanred, this 
stock makes a fine foundation: and i; 
not, the fat can be removed after coo!- 
ing and used as before mentioned. 

Pans need not be greased for baking 
with butter or lard, but with this 
rendered fat, which Contains no salt and. 
therefore, lessens the danger that ma- 
terials to be baked will stick to the 
pan. 

Cotton seed oil has for years been 
looked upon as beneath the notice for 
use of many. The process of refining 
cotton: seed oil has advanced so that 
now a very fine salad oil is on the mar- 
ket, which is advtrtised as being cotton 
seed oil and, of course, is much less 
expensive than olive oil. 

The action of this cotton seed oj) in 
the body is also practically the same as 
that of olive oil, and it is almost im« 
possible to detect the difference in 
taste between the two. French and 
mayonnaise dressings are made with 
it in just the same way as with olive 
oll. It can be used, toa, in the making 
of cake and pastry, and for frying.

If after meat has been 
cooked, there is a more. or. less 
amount of grease left in the pan, add 
boiling water, and instead of throw- 
ing it down the sink, pour it through 
a cheesecloth into a pan, cool, and 
then remove the cake of fat.. If this 
fat is not to be used in cooking, put 
it in the soap fat. The cold process 
of soap making is by far the easier. 
A can of lye will give full and-.sim- 
ple directions. If the lye and water 
are allowed to become as cold as pos- 
sible before they are added to the 
melted fat, the time for stirring will 
be greatly: reduced, and a soap as firm 
and white as castile will-be the re-

FEARED THAT 119 
MEN PERISHED IN 
MINE. DISASTER 


Fifteen Bodies Recovered by 
Rescue Crews Who Enter 
Workings at Hastings, Colo. 


HASTINGS, Colo., jApril 2%.—Nine 
more bodies, making a total of 15, were 
found by the rescue crew which entered 
the Hastings mine of the Victor-Amer- 
ican Fuel Co., at midnight. The crews 
came out shortly after 8 o'clock this 
morning. One hundred and nineteen 
men Were cntombdd in the mine by an 
explosion yesterday and it is feared al! 
have perished. 

As #v0on :is the first rescuers emerged 
another crew entered the mine bearing 
stretchers to bring out the bodies. Out- 
side the mine scores of volunteers 
pressed forward eager to be in the next 
shift to go inside. 

The workirg in which the men are 
entombed is a running tunnel, opening 
from the main mine entrance. Above 
this, also opening from the main en- 
trance is an almost level tunnel aband- 
oned some time ago. For several years 
this has been on fire. Since it was aban- 
doned, however, and the fire was only 
smouldering, it was sealed off from the 
rest of the mine with an airtight wal) 
and work continued much as usual ir 
the other sections. 

Air ducts run into the stope where the 

men were trapped. Air in tinusually 
large amounts has been pumped into 
these ever since the fire was discovered 
in the hope that it was reaching the 
men and might keep some of them from 
suffocating. The fact that smoke con- 
tinues to pour from the mine leads fomr 
pany officiuis-to fear the air duets have 
been broken and that the steady cur- 
rent of air being forced through them 
was only fanning the flames. 
It is snowing in Delagua Canyon, 
where the n.‘ne is situated, and miners’ 
wives and children stand waiting at the 
mouth in the-bitter wind. Thick black 
smoke from the burning mine hovers 
over the place.

Cabinet Is Aroused by Informa- 
tion as to.Successes of Ger- 
many’s Submarines. 


— 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—-Aroused 
by information brought to this coun- 
try by the British and French war 
missions concerning the growing suc- 
cess of U-boats President Wilson 


and his Cabinet have prepared to 
launch as speedily as possible their 
campaign to break down the block- 
ade, planned by the administration as 
the nation’s first physical stroke 
against Germany. 

Fhe food problem occupied the Cab- 
inet meeting yesterday almost to the ex- 


tions. Afterward it was indicated 
that the recent German submarine 
ravages were considered so success- 
ful that the United States must mar- 
tial its resources immediately to put 
inure merchant ‘ships in commission, tv 
help devise some means cf fighting 
submarines, and to insure a greater 
yield of foodstuffs to offset the in- 
creasing destruction of food cargoes 
in the war zone — 

Members of the Cabinet took to 
the meeting a great quantity of in- 
formation given by the visiting mis- 
sions, including a plea by ®0me mem- 
bers of the French commission that 
America must act quickly if the 
world is to be saved from famine. 
Recent deciarations in the Britf{sh 
Parllament were reviewed as supple- 
menting this evidence. There was no 
eittempt to conceal the impression 
that the food problem had become the 
most pressing question facing the 
United States in its efforts to stem 
the progress of its enemy. 

Ships Needed Quickly. 

Acceleration of the Shipping Board's 
program for a. great fleet of wooden 
ships to carry foodstuffs is regarded a» 
certain. This program is regarded es 
embracing vast possibilities for eventu- 
ally breaking down the blockade, but 
officials now are convinced that it is .m- 
perative to get the ships into the water 
much sooner than had been planned. 

To increase the transatlantic tonnage 
the board also is striving to put the 
German and Austrian ships into service 
as quickly as possibile, and to transfer 
to foreign trade as many as practicable 
of the coastwise and Great Laks 
steamers, and more energetic steps than 
ever in that direction are looked for. 
Karly action on food control legislation 
is forecast, and there probably will be 
more urgent appeais to the farmers to 
develop agricultural resources to their 
utmost. 

What the navy will do directly to com- 
bat the submarine menace has not been 
fully deveioped, but it is known that 
Secretary Daniels is planning further 
conferences with ship builders to speed 
up the construction of destroyers, the 
type of naval vessels generally regardeu 
as most effective against undersea 
craft. 

Free to Smash Biockades. 
Administration officials are understood 
to feel that the Government is free to 
concentrate its resources now on smash- 
ing the blockade because the other ele- 
ments of the President's war program 
are wel! on their way to accomplish- 
ment. Plans for furnishing the allies 
with necessary financial means are as 
nearly complete as they can be made 
for the present.and the organization of 
a great army on the principle of select- 
ive draft is regarded as assured as soon 
as the physical differences of assem- 
bling and training the men can be over- 
come. 

These subdjects, it is understood, were 
touched upon only briefly at the Cabi- 
net meeting, as was the decision to seid 
a mission headed by Elihu Root to Rus- 
sia. President Wilsen expects to get 
this mission together within a few days, 
and it is expected to go by way of the 
Vacitic to avoid the submarine dange:. 
Internal conditions in Russia are under- 
stood to be considered rather unfavor- 
able, but officials believe that with the 
proper organization and encouragement 
the new democratic Government can be 
revived into an even more powerful ally 
id the cause oeeise Germany.

THAT RUSSIA IS 
DISORGANIZED 


Minister of Justice Says Army Is 
in Better Condition Than 
Before | Revolution. 

BUSY 


FACTORIES ARE 


“Duality of Power,’ He De- 
clares, Does Not Exist and 
Is Newspaper Phrase. 


PETROGRAD, via London, April 27. 
—Minister of Justice Kerensky gave 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press today a clear presentation of 
the present status of political and 
economic affairs in the country and, 
with the aid of concrete facts, con- 
tradicted the assertions and rumors 
of alarming disorganization in the 
army and factories, generally circu- 
lated and credited in Petrograd in the 
last few weeks. The Minister de- 
clared that not only is the army bet- 
ter prepared and more willing to 
fight than before the revolution, but 
that the factories are putting out 
more amunition than at any previous 
stage of the war. He continued: 

“In the first place it is necessary 
t> sweep aside the vast collection of 
rumors and criticisms of the Gov- 
ernment contained in part of the 
Petrograd press. The inference drawn 
from this gossip by foreigners and 
other casual observers is quite erro- 
noous. ‘Duality of power and the 
danger arising therefrom is a news- 
paper phrase, a newspaper illusion. 
I frankly cannot understand or dis- 
cuss this because such a state of af- 
fairs does not exist. 

“It is also commonly alleged that 
we have no power to enforce author- 
ity. This idea originates from the 
fact that we decided that we can 
better attain our ends without use of 
force or rigid authority. For in- 
siance, we might have arrested Le- 
nine but we have accomplished far 
more by allowing him absolute free- 
dom of speech and action. The result 
is that he is fully discredited and has 
actually done an unintentional serv- 
ice to his country by the reduction 
of the views of himself and his ad- 
herente to absurdity. 


Burdens of Old ec Born 
“Most of the weaknesses attributed 


to the present Government are the 
accummulated deficiencies of the old 
regime whose burdens we have to 
bear. <All these weaknesses were 
studiously concealed by the old Gov- 
ernment and little was said about 
them. In the new era of Democratic 
freedom these faults are frankly 


, acknowledged but they are the fruit 


ol the inefficiency of the past. 

“You hear stories of the tremedous 
number of deserters from the front, as 
if desertion was a new and unheard of 
crime in Russia. Yet before the revolu- 
tion more than 1,000,000 cases of deser- 
tion were reported every year. Compare 
that with the present facts. Just after 
the revolution a number of soldiers did 
leave their positions and return home, 
but desertion has now ceased and tele- 
grams have been received from all 
points in Russia that large bodies of 
deserters are asking permission to re- 
turn to the front and protect the coun- 
try against the possibility of a German 
advance. 

“Gaps in the ranks were long ago 
filled with returning soldiers who went 
back not because they were compelled 
to, but because the spirit which directed 
the revolution was a desire to save the 
country. The army is now actually 
stronger than ever and it is moved by 
new impulses—enthusiasm and a desire to 
fight.” 

Conditions in Factories. 

Minister Kerensky then turned to a 
consideration of conditions in the fac- 
tories. He said that despite all asser. 
tions to the contrary, the factories were 
putting out more ammunition than be- 
fore the revolution. 

“Under the old regime,” he said, “‘the 
output diminished month by month, but 
it is now steadily increasing. The spirit 
among the working men is execellent. 
They are represented by.their council 
of deputies and this body is in complete 
harmony with the Government. There 


can be no talk of divided power, for. 


this council is a lgcal organization 
which will exert influence only so long 
as it adheres to the ideals born in the 
revolution. The moment that any gov- 
erning body deviates from the ruling 
, rinciples of democratic freedom, it will 
collapse. 

“This singleness of purpose prevents 
any possibility of duality of power." 

Regarding peace, the Minister said: 
“Russia wants peace on the terms pro- 
posed by President Wilson. The’ revoiu- 
tion and the entrance of the United 
States into the war have somewhat 
changed the objects for which we are 
fighting. We want peace restored with- 
out annexation or indemnity and favor 
a conference with the allies to deter- 
mine how this can attained.”’

DENMARK BEGINS 
10 FEEL FIRST NIP 
OF THE FOQD PINGH 


Country Is Certain to Run Out 
of Potatoes a Month Before 
the New Crop. 


BREADSTUFFS SHORTAGE! 


Prospect of an Embargo on Part: 
of United “States Causing 
Alarm Among Danes.

COPENHAGEN, April 27.—Denmark is 
beginning to feel the first faint nips of 
the food pinch. The prospect that Amer- 
ica may embargo food exports to the 
continental neutrals still doing busincss 
with Germany, or that America will 
throw its food reserves into allied stom- 
achs first, 'eaving the small neutrals to 


scramble for the crumbs, 
causing consternation among 
Danes. 

Denmark has throughout the world 
war been a kind of economic no-man’s 
land between the British and German 
food trenches, overrun by German anil 
British food patrols and making the 
most of its neutrality for extracting the 
maximum profits from both. 

The unlimited submarine war, how- 
ever, threatens as one result to :nake of 
Denmark a fat German food province, 
and ironically so in view wf the fact 
that there is no love lost here for the 
Germans. An American emtargo on 
food exports to Denmark would un- 
doubtedly accelerate and cumplete this 
process, ultimately driving Demmark 
and its rich agricultural resources into 
Germany's mailed and receptive arms. 

Denmark already is certain to run out 
of potatoes at least a month before the 
new crop, end while no statistics are 
available, it is already obvious the 
shortage of breadstuffs is beginning to 
make itself felt. Between the sharp 
British blockade and the extensive sub- 
marine sinkings, American cattle feed 
soon will be a vital question to Den- 
mark, which1s dependent upon importa- 
tion from the United States for the bulk 
of the requirements of its immense herds 
of livestock. Should America declare an 
embargo, it would prove fatal to Den- 
mark’s livestock industry. | 

It is feared here that America may 
threaten a food embargo in order to 
force Denmark and the other continen- 
tal neutrals to break off economic rela- 
tions, or at least to discontinue food ex- 
ports, to Gefmany. Denmark is uncom- 
fortably close to Germany and knows 
that Germany would not sit still and 
look on at the breaking off process, or 
even the discontinuance of food exports 
in the accustomed quantities. 

To the Danish Government the contin- 
uance of its presen? »rand of neutrality 
is synonymous with self-preservation. It 
is bad enough to have been caught be- 
tween the British blockade and the sub- 
marine war, but still bearable. 

Danish statesmen feel that there is a 
prospect of the world economic strug- 
gle being sharpened to the limit, with 
Denmark helplessly trampled ‘between 
the ‘irresistible economical and food 
pressure of England and America on 
one side and the immovable German 
military and moral suasion on the other, 
certain to result in the quaint puzzle pic- 
ture, “‘Find Denmark.”’ 

But even should Denmark’s worst 
fears prove groundless, should America 
not use a food and feed embargo as a 
lever to force neutrals to discontinue 
their food exports to Germany, but 
merely an embargo on general princi- 
ples or to reserve America’s food sup- 
plies for the allies in the first line, the 
same result, fatal to Denmark, might 
indirectly be reached. 

If American cattle feed does not reach 
Denmark in sufficient quantities, the 
slaughtering in mass of the Danish cat- 
tle will be inevitable. The only market 
physically capable of absorbing the sur- 
plus Danish cattle, on the hoof or 
dressed, is Germany, since, much as' 
the Danes would prefer to sell to the 
allies, there remain transportation diffi- 
culties. 

An American embargg on food and 
feed to Denmark would thus be, para- 
doxically, of immediate benefit to Ger- 
many, which would get something like 
five-sixths of Denmark's livestock, for 
whose maintenance Denmark is new de- 
pendent upon American feed.
